AVOID PANIC BUYING! 


“Due to gasoline shortages, motorists аге fac- 
ed with more than just long lines. Unscrupul- 
ous gasoline dealers are taking unfair advan- 
tage of the situation and are ripping the con- 
sumer off," said Hope Jackson, acting direc- 
tor of the Newark Office of Consumer Ac- 
tion. 

Consumers should take charge and pro- 
tect themselves from being deceived. They 
should avoid panic buying, follow state ra- 
tíoning procedures, and take the proper 
precautions at the pumps, thus avoiding the 
anguish of being cheated,” said Ms. Jackson. 

The consumer agency recommends that 
customers can avoid being treated unfairly at 
the pumps by following -these few simple 
points: 


A complete independent weekly 
devoted exclusively to serving the 
interest of the minority over 20 
years consumer. 


* Before any gas is pumped into your car, 
make sure the gas meter reads zero. 

* Check to see that the meter has not been set 
back to zero before paying the attendant.

| you received the correct amount of gas.

e Tf the station only accepts exact change, 
make sure you have it to avoid a conflict. 

e Check credit card slip; to see if the total 
amount on the upper right hand corner cor- 
responds with the amount on the meter. 

* Make sure the attendant is not overcharging 
you. Pay only the amount on the pump. 

* Octane levels should be clearly visible and 
displayed on the face of the pump. 

* A valid inspection sticker should be located 
on the face of the pump, showing that the 
meter has an accurate reading. 

Ms. Jackson also advises motorists not to 
store gasoline at home or in cars. ‘‘Gasoline 
fumes are potentially dangerous, and it is 
risky to hoard gas no matter how safe the 
: storage container appears to be.”
